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INTRODUCTION 


To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Shipley,  Bingley,  Baildon  and  Denholme 

Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

According  to  the  estimate  of  the  G-eneral  Register  Office  the 
population  increase  in  the  Division  was  600  more  than  the  previous 
year.  Distribution  reflects  the  change  notable  in  most  areas,  a 
decline  in  the  number  of  persons  in  the  industrial  parts  and  new 
housing  in  peripheral  areas,  particularly  in  Baildon  and  Bingley, 

The  tendency  is  increased  by  local  housing  policies  of  the  constit¬ 
uent  Authorities  as  well  as  local  migration. 

The  death  rate  remains  stable  as  do  the  principal  causes  of 
death,  viz,  circulatory  disease  (including  disease  of  the  heart  and 
vessels)  and  malignancy,  both  increasingly  prevalent  in  an  ageing 
population.  Although  the  trend  in  Infantile  Mortality  continues 
down,  returns  reflect  the  higher  rates  in  the  North  than  for  example 
in  the  South-Hast  of  England  and  some  foreign  countries  such  as 
Holland , 

HOUSING- 

In  the  past  20  years  the  major  effort  has  been  directed  to  clear¬ 
ance  of  unfit  houses  and  as  noted  above  rehousing  has  tended  to  move 
away  from  industrial  parts  of  the  towns.  Increase  in  land  values  and 
cost  of  nev;  housing  necessitate  concentration  in  the  next  decade  on  the 
improvement  of  older  type  unfit  houses.  This  will  absorb  much  of  the 
future  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

CLEil^  AIR 

At  the  time  of  writing  Shipley,  Bingley  and  Baildon  are  dealing 
with  the  last  area  in  each  respective  Authority  for  the  elimination  of 
smoke.  Continued  surveillance  v^ill  be  necessary  however  with  frequent 
observations  of  the  issue  of  smoke  from  industrial  premises'. 

HE/XTIi  CEOTEES 

In  previous  reports  I  have  emphasised  the  need  for  the  erection  of 
major  Health  Centres  in  Shipley  and  Bingley  and  the  provision  of 
peripheral  clinics  at  Wilsden,  Eldwick  and  ¥rose ,  Progress  for  a 
variety  of  reasons  has  been  negligible.  In  my  view  effective  future 
coordination  of  medical,  nursing,  public  health  and  social  work  v;ill 
largely  be  dependent  on  the  coordination  of  such  premises  with  hospitals.

STATUTORY  CMG-ES 

Statutory  changes  require  the  transfer  to  the  Social  Services 
Department  of  the  community  Mental  Health  Service,  Home  Helps,  Day 
Nurseries  and  other  branches  of  this  Department  which  have  been  admin¬ 
istered  for  over  25  years  -  this  in  advance  of  major  Local  Oovernment 
changes  due  in  1974* 

UNEMPLOYIEHH? 

As  one  who  practised  medicine  and  Public  Health  in  the  I930’s  the 
considerable  rise  in  unemployment  recalls  the  grim  problems  which  con¬ 
fronted  the  citizen  in  that  decade.  The  margin  between  health  and  ill- 
health  in  the  family  may  easily  bo  dissipated  by  either  partial  or  total 
unemployment  of  the  v;age  earners.  The  position  is  made  more  difficult 
by  the  shortage  of  medical  staff  to  keep  the  health  of  the  pre-school 
and  school  child  under  constant  surveillance  so  that  even  minor  deviations 
may  be  recognised  and  curative  measures  instituted.  Present  prospects 
arc  not  reassuring. 

niPECTIOUS  DISEi^H 

A  general  improvement  in  personal  and  family  health  since  the  war 
together  with  the  effect  of  schemes  of  immunisation  control  ha,ve  rendered 
the  old  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  obsolete.  ITith  the  exception  of 
Smallpox  isolation  Infectious  Disea,ses  in  the  future  v/ill  be  catered  for 
in  isolation  wa.rds  of  G-eneral  Hospitals.  During  1970  Measles  accounted 
for  8  out  of  9  notifications  and  can  only  effectively  be  prevented  by  a 
comprehensive  immunisation  scheme  accepted  by  both  public  and  Doctors. 

The  prevalence  of  Infective  Jaundice  and  recurrent  outbreaks  of  Sonne 
Dysentery  emphasise  the  necessity  for  a  high  standard  of  personal  hygiene. 

My  thanlcs  are  due  to  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  respective 
Health  Committees  for  their  continued  interest:  to  my  colleagues  in 
Local  Authority  Departments  and  Hospitals  for  advice  and  cooperation. 
Lastly,  I  wish  to  thanl^  the  staff  of  this  Department  for  their  v;ork 
throughout  the  year.

There  was  negligible  ‘change  in  the  death  rate  divisionally  although 
the  predominant  causes  of  death  remained  the  same.  Those,  particularly 
among  aged  people,  were  circulatory  disorders  and  heart  disease,  malig¬ 
nancy  and  central  nervous  lesions. 

Infantile  Mortality 

There  was  a  rise  in  this  rate  from  13  to  20  in  the  current  year, 
Twenty-tv^o  children  under  one  died,  sixteen  during  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  represented  by  stillbirths  and 
deaths  during  the  first  seven  days  of  life  was  26 • 

SOCLX  CONDITIONS 

The  Division  comprises  four  Urban  Districts  -  Shipley,  Bingloy, 
Baildon  and  Denholme .  The  primary  industry  is  wool  manufacture,  but 
a  considerable  population  engage  in  other  hea'vy  industry* 

Shipley  is  a  compact  industrial  town  of  2,1 84  acres  and  an  estimated 
population  of  28,710.  The  principal  industry  is  the  manufacture  of 
worsted  cloths  but  other  industries  include  light  and  heavy  engineering, 
joinery,  building,  footwear  and  plastics,  all  of  which  contribute  to 
diversification  of  occupational  resources. 

There  are  over  4,000  Council  owned  properties  in  Shipley,  3000  of 
these  having  been  erected  since  the  1939~43  war.  Approximately  half 
the  properties  are  either  houses  or  bungalov/s -and  the  remainder  flats, 
maisonettes  and  bedsitters. 

Dockfield  is  now  an  industrial  estate  and  a  new  shopping  and 
projected  business  area  will  replace  back  to  back  houses  in  the  town 
centre  behind  the  Town  Hall.

Bingloy .  Extensive  development  has  been  undertaken  by  Bingley 
Council  in  the  main  town  and  at  Cullingworth^  Crossflatts,  Y/ilsden  and 
Cottingloy.  Considerable  private  development  has  also  taken  place  in 
these  centres  and  at  Eldwick,  Provision  for  elderly  persons  has  been 
made  at  i^shfield  Court  and  Myrtle  Court  and  other  housing  includes 
nearly  200  flats  at  Crossley  Wood.  County  Home  at  Gottingley  accommo¬ 
dates  55  elderly  residents. 

The  Council  had  erected  .about  700  houses  pre-war  in  Crossflatts, 
Harden,  Cullingworth,  Wilsden,  Gottingley  and  Cilstead.  Post-vjar 
construction  in  various  parts  of  Bingley  and  the  peripheral  villages 
has  produced  a  total  provision  of  almost  2,000  houses  and  flats. 

Further  extension  is  projected  in  the  Church  Street  area  of  Central 
Bingley. 

Baildon.  The  ancient  village  has  changed  in  character  and  the  town 
n.W/  largely  comprises  modern  development  which,  in  a  period  of  40  years, 
has  extended  from  the  industrial  lov^or  tier  up  to  the  moors.  The 
Council  ovm  over  1,000  houses  and  bungalows,  many  reserved  for  elderly 
, persons.  Much  the  greater  j)art  of  these  have  been  erected  since  1945» 

To  the  end  of  1970,  327  houses  have  been  demolished,  760  Council 
houses  and  1,005  private  properties  have  been  erected.  Additionally, 
Shipley  Council  has  built  in  Baildon  690  houses  and  flats  in  Coach  Road 
and  Hoyle  Court  respectively, 

Denholme .  The  environs  are  rural  but  the  centre  of  the  town 
remains  predominantly  I9th  Century  type  with  a,  high  percentage  of  back 
to  back  houses.  The  tovm  is  industrial  in  character  and  the  periphery 
has  scattered  hamlets  and  farms.  Basic  industries  are  associated  with 
wool  although  a  silk  mill,  joinery,  stone  quarry -and  sawmills  provide 
occupation. 

Cleara.nce  ..i.reas.  (a)  G-reen  Lane  Baildon,  (b)  about  40  premises 
in  Valley  Road,  Shipley  and  (c)  two  areas  in  Bingley  -  one  at  Crossflatts 
and  another  in  the  centre  of  the  town  -  when  represented  and  approved  by 
the  Minister  v;ill  conclude  a  long  programme  of  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
undertaken  since  1955* 
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FiiiPLommiT 

Immigrant  labour  which  supploments  the  high  dcimind  for  skilled 
and  unskilled  workers  in  textiles,  transport,  and  the  nursing  services, 
is  available  locally  but  most  of  these  workers  live  in  Bradford, 
Consequently  we  have  not'  been  subject  to  the  social  pressures  evident  in 
other  areas  during  an  extensive  programme  of  rehousing.  The  Ihnfigor  at 
the  local  office  of  the  Department  of  Employment  reports  as  follows 

"A  modest  unemployment  register  came  in  with  1970  together  with 
a  fair  demand  for  most  kinds  of  worker  particularly  those 
having  a  sld.ll. 

The  spring  months  saw,  as  usual,  a  reduction  in  numbers 
unemployed  but  only  a  relatively  modest  demand  for  labour 
in  our  main  industries  of  textiles  and  engineering. 

Towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year,  the  numbers  of  those 
wholly  imemployed  increased  steadily  and  short  time  working 
made  itself  felt  too. 

By  Christmas,  it  became  apparent  that  the  steady  rise  in 
numbers  unemployed  would  continue  through  the  winter 
months  and  that  the  textiles  industry  would  bear  the  brunt 
of  short-time  working.” 

GENERiiL  PROVISIONS  OF  liBALTH  SERVICES  FOR  Tj-ffi  imEA 

The  General  Practitioner  service  provided  through  the  Executive 
Council  under  the  national  Health  Service  Act,  coupled  with  pharma¬ 
ceutical,  ophthalmic  and  dental  services,  remains  the  basis  of  curative 
and  much  preventive  medicine.  For  rm  ny  years,  the  day  to  day  work  of 
the  District  Nurse  and  Midwife  has  been  associated  with  the  clinical 
guidance  and  experience  of  the  family  doctor.  In  recent  years  the 
Health  Visitor  has  been  associated  with  this  team  and  operates  on  a 
practice  basis.  A  Health  Visitor  is  provided  for  fringe  practices 
which  have  relatively  few  patients  resident  in  the  area. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES  AND  LIAISON 

General  Hospitals  in  Bradford  and  Mredale  provide  the  major 
medical  and  surgical  specialties.  A  wide  range  of  medical  care  is 
mot  by  local  hospitals  in  Shipley  and  Bingley. 

Salts  Hospital,  Shiple3r,  is  a  General  Practitioner  hospital; 

Stonoy  Ridge  and  Heaton  Roj'-ds  have  the  services  of  a  Consultant  Geria¬ 
trician  and  his  staff.  Extensive  alterations  have  been  made  to  Bingley 
Hospital  which  has  ceased  to  be  a  general  hospital  and  transferred  to 
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the  geriatric  service.  This  hospital  is  being  extensively  nodernised 
to  provide  accommodation  in  the  first  instance  for  over  30  patients  and 
ultimately  42.  It  is  hoped  to  provide  a  day  reception  centre  for 
16  “  20  patients.  The  closure  of  the  hospital  for  general  purposes  has 
necessitated  the  transfer  of  blood  examinations  for  G-eneral  Practitioners, 
and  the  Psychiatric  Clinic,  to  Myrtle  Park,  Bingley.  Family  Planning 
facilities  are  provided  at  Myrtle  Park  Clinic.

Mrs.  S.  Smith,  Health  Visitor,  attended  the  Diabetic  Clinic  at 
Bradford  Royal  Infirmary  at  3  weekly  intervals  where  there  is  every 
opportunity  to  discuss  patients’  individual  problems  with  the 
Consultant  in  charge , '

In  addition,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  MacCuish,  visits  v/ere  paid  to  patients 
who  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  to  hospital  either  for 
holiday  stay  or  longer  period.

DOMIC  ILL^dlY  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AGED 

The  National  Assistance  Act  of  19^2  empowered  Local  ^..uthorities 
to  provide  meals  and  facilities  for  recreation  for  elderly  persons 
either  directly  or  through  voluntary  agencies.  Premises,  staff  amd 
equipment,  including  furniture,  may  be  made  available  by  Local 
Authorities  to  voluntary  agencies.  The  intention  was  to  enable 
elderly  persons  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  and  either  reduce  or 
avoid  unnecessary  stay  in  hospital  or.  nursing  home.  This  ixct 
extended  povjer  of  provision  in  directions  already  being  explored  in 
this  area  by  voluntary  agencies  and  Local  i.uthorities .  The  main 
features  of  provisions  for  the  elderly  have  been  discussed  in  previous 
wtjinual  Reports;  the  ultimate  aim  being  a  comprehensive  range  of 
provisions  from  recreationcdl  facilities  for  the  healthy  aged  to  the 
highly  specialised  equipment  of  curative  and  preventive  medicine 
should  ill  health  supervene.  It  is  obvious  tliat  improved  housing 
provisions  will  be  needed ~to  replace  obsolete  sub-standard  premises 
perforcedly  occupied  by  so  many  elderly  persons. 


Four  havens  continued  to  serve  aged  persons  and  attendance  has 
increased,  particularly  at  '¥rose  where  accommodation  is  used  to  the 
maxiraura .

’The  Little  House’  organised  by  Miss  Bruce  and  the  W.R.V.S,  for 
many  aged  people  in  Bingloy  is  a  source  of  active  encouragement  which 
provides  daily  service,

Mrs,  H,  Chapman,  Hon,  Secretary, of  the  Baildon  Aged  Persons  l^elfaro 
Association,  reports  for  1970  as  follov;s;- 

The  Association  did  much  to  alleviate  loneliness  and  provide 
friendship  and  assistance.  A  new  venue  had  to  be  found  for  the 
Charlestov</n  Haven  and  this  centre  moved  from  Charlcstovm  Methodist 
schoolroom  to  St.  James’  in  October.  Membership  remains  steady,  about 
100  members  attending  each  week. 

The  visitation  committee  has  22  active  visitors  visiting  an  average 
of  li|-  housebound  members  in  their  own  homes.  This  increased  by  the  end 
of  the  year  to  40  persons,  40  Yeomen  and  8  men.  The  meals  on  wheels 
committee  served  about  4, 300  meals  during  the  year  including  special 
Christmas  dinners. 

Details  are  given  in  Mrs,  Chapman’s  report  on  holiday  and  recrea¬ 
tional  activities  throughout  the  year,

This  old  and  v/ell  established  voluntary  organisation  provides  a 
wide  range  of  social  activities  at  the  Mechanics  Institute  in  the 
interests  of  the  community  with  natural  emphasis  on  the  Y/ell  being  of 
the  elderly.  Visitation  of  the  infirm  and  sick  in  their  own  homes  is 
undertaken  by  members,  the  active  lady  members  of  the  Association  also 
interesting  themselves  in  occupational  therapy. 
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A  meals  on  wheels  service  provides  for  12-14  persons  daily, 

Weekly  meetings  of  the  women’s  section  are  held  at  the  Mechanics 
Institute;  excursions  to  coast  in  Summer  and  shov;s  in  Bradford  in  Winter. 
Sales  of  work  raise  funds  for  recreational  purposes. 


NURSING  AND  ANCILLimY  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AGED 

In  the  normal  course  of  her  duties  the  District  Nurse,  for  a  major 
part,  attends  to  the  v;ell  being  of  the  aged  and  infirm  during  illness. 
The  Health  Visitor  linl-cs  up  with  her  in  socio-medical  problems  and  also 
contacts  other  social  workers  in  this  sphere.

This  service  is  operated  by  the  respective  Urban  District  Councils 
on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  for  the  b  enefit  of  the  many  elderly 
residents  who  live  alone  and  are  to  a  great  extent  housebound,  and  yet 
able  to  look  after  themselves.  They  have  security  in  the  knov/ledge 
that  someone'  v/ill  call  on  them  every  morning  to  make  sure  they  are 
secure,  and  if  need  arises  to  organise  help. 

Each  Warden  has  a  list  of  approximately  15-20  daily  visits,  the 
names  on  this  list  usually  having  been  recommended  by  Health  Visitor  or 
General  Practitioner.  She  m*akes  a  routine  daily  visit  to  each  person 
and  deals  with  any  emergency  which  may  arise,  e,g,  calling  the  Medical 
Practitioner  or  contacting  the  Health  Visitor.  In  addition  to  the 
official  duties  most  of  the  Wardens  undertake  extra  ’good  neighbourly’ 
acts  such  as  collecting  pensions,  prescriptions  and  shopping. 

The  Warden  keeps  a  register  of  persons  she  visits  v/ith  details  such 
as  address  of  next  of  kin,  name  of  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor.  A  telephone 
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is  provided.

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  County  Council's  scheme  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  194^,  provides  free  chiropody 
for  elderly  persons,  expectant  mothers  and  the  physically  handicapped. 

The  services  are  administered  directly  from  the  office  of  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  In  Shipley, 
Baildon,  Denholme,  Cullingworth  and  Wilsden,  clinic  premises  are  used, 
being  either  owned  or  leased  by  the  local  health  authority.  In  Bingle^r 
previous  arrangements  hold  v/hereby  patients  who  attended  the  surgeries  of 
approved  chiropodists  continue  so  to  do. 

xJLl  chiropodists  who  servo  the  County  in  the  Division  are 
registered  as  such  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  No  full-time  chirop¬ 
odists  have  been  or  are  employed  and  all  undertake  work  on  a  sessional 
basis.  Reference  to  tables  appended  below  gives  some  indication  of  the 
scope  of  the  service.  Relief  afforded  elderly  people  and  the  help 
given  them  in  pursuing  everyday  activities  is  difficult  to  over-  estimate, 
for  disabilities  of  the  foot  are  frequently  the  culmination  of  neglect 
earlier  in  life  and  failure  on  the  part  of  the  community  to  provide  and 
practise  preventive  chiropody  in  youth.  Rapid  development  of  the 
chiropody  service  as  part  of  the  National  Health  Service  has  been,  as  in 
the  case  of  the  Home  Help  Service,  an  invaluable  contribution  to 
domiciliary  care  and  general  well  being.

persons  representing  Bingley  and  Denholme,  Baildon,  and  Shipley 
respectively  have  functioned  in  this  area.  Meetings  are  well 
attended  and  keen  and  interesting  discussions  arise,  while  the  local 
members  have  been  most  helpful  in  promoting  interest  in  the  subject. 

Each  Committee  is  linked  with  ROSPA  and  is  represented  at  the  iUinual 
Conference  and  the  Nfflrthern  Region  of  Conferences, 

Mrs.  Edwards,  Secretary  of  the  Baildon  Home  Safety  Committee, 
reports  as  follows 

1970  was  not  an  outstanding  year  but  activities  continued  on  the 
usual  pattern,  i.e.  6  bi-monthly  meetings,  support  for  ROSPA  campaigns 
and  for  local  sumraer  fetes.  At  the  Council  of  Churches  Carnival  v;c 
made  a  special  display  of  Water  Safety  material  and  held  a 
competition  based  on  that  theme,  M^lth  sumraer  holidays  in  mind. 

A  film  show  was  staged  at  Jenny  Lane  School  in  February;  Station 
Officer  Rigby  (Fire  Service)  introduced  the  subject  natter  of  fire 
prevention  and  accidents,  A  large  audience,  including  nany  Cubs, 
Brownies,  and  parents  attended.

P^OIh'.TGRY  S^ITCE 

The  Public  Health  laboratory  Service  is  a  free  service  v/itlain  the 
Na.tional  Pl.alth  Service  desi.ened  tt'  assist  in  the  diagnosis,  jprevention 
and  c.ntrcl  of  infection.  The  '/’ork  is  essentially'’  micrcbiclogical  and 
the  only  other  p;athological  investigations  undertaken  i are  those 
associated  with  bacteriological  and  biological  problems.  Specimens 
may  be  submitted  by  Doctors,  Veterinary  Surgeons,  Dentists,  pers>  ns 
acting  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  such  as  Health- 
Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors,  or  representatives  of  official  bodies, 
Si^ecimens  cannot  be  accepted  from  xrivate  persons.  Routine  specimens 
examined  fall  under  ’tv/o  main  headings  -  (a)  medical  and  (b)  sanitary. 


(a)  MedmcaM 


A  comxjrehensive  service  is  offered  for  diagnosis,  treatment  and 
prevention  of  bacteriologicaj.,  viral  and  mycotic  infections.  Each 
laboratory  can  call  in  the  services  o’f  a.  reference  laboratory  and 
reference  e^qperts  whenever  a  v/ider  laiowledge  of  specialised  examinat  1  cn 
is  advisable, 

(b) 

This  "work  includes  bacteriological  examination  of  water,  miD: 
artificial  creai’n,  meat,  egg  products  and  shellfish.  The  service 
usually'’  examines  material  as  offeree  t-.,  the  cuns’umer  but  it  also 
examines  specimens  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
at  any  stage  of  jncduction,  Vith  some  j!'oods  such  as  artificial  cream, 
Xproper  control  can  only  be  secured  in  this  v/ay.  Many  imported  foods 
are  sampled  at  ]:ort  of  entr^?’, 

Tire  ab'ove  extract  from  the  G-uide  to  the  Ptiblic  Health  Laboratory 
Service  indicates  the  fundsm’sntal  import£nce  of  tliis  service  to  the 
local  Health  Department, 
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The  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Bradford  provides  facilities  as 
outlined  above.  Collection,  delivdry,  examination  and  reports  on 
specimens  Micro  both  comprehensive  and  expeditious,  A  daily  service 
Y/as  ma-intained  by  a  courier  fr^m  the  DeiDartment  which  minimised  delay 
and  preliminary  telephoned  reports  from  the  bacteriologist  facilitated 
investigation  in  the  field.  Other  advantages  were  the  shorter 
exclusion  of  childr  en  from  school  and  jjcrsons  from  W-rk  and  early 
action  in  the  prevention  of  infection.  Dr,  Smith  and  his  staff  ha.ve 
given  valuable  advice  and  help  throughout  the  yoor.

Pi  the  coirrse  of  the  medical 
examination,  women  patients  are  a3-so  inspected  for  the  xiresence  of 
breast  cancer  and  instructed  in  means  of  iirevention.

available  a  substantial  range  of  equipment  classified  as  nursing  aids; 
for  example,  special  beds,  wheel  chairs,  cliain  and  laulleys,  commodes 
and  wa31cing  aids.  In  1970,  705  items  of  equipment  as  nursing  aids 
7/ere  issued  on  loan,  Ii'osx3ective  discharge  uf  the  patient  is  pi^'ovided 
by  the  Hospital  .AJjnoner  v/ho  advises  the  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  or 
clerical  staff  by  telephone  or  letter.  One  Health  Visitor  maintains 
liaison  v/ith  the  Consultant  Physician  at  his  out-patient  departments 
at  Bradford  hospitals,  and  a  Consultant  advises  the  Health  Visitor  on 
the  discharge  of  diabetic  cases  from  the  appropriate  clinic. 

The  laundry  service  ftr  incontinent  patients  provides  sheets, 
draw-sheets,  p)y jamas,  nightdresses.  The  Dpstiict  Nurse  notifies  the 
Divisional  Nursing  Officer  or  clerk  where  serva-ce  is  required  and  gives 
an  indication  6f  requirements.  Collection  and  delivery  of  soiled  or 
clean  laundry  respectively  is  arranged  on  Tuesdays  and  Prida^^s  and  the 
laundry  packed  on  the  previous  day  for  collection  by  van  on  the 
follovTing  morning.

D/J  ja-'iD  NIGHT  ^SPyvICE 

In  1 966  the  Local  Health  ALthority  pjrovided  a  Day  and  Night 
Nursing  Service  for  the  follcr.Ting  types  of  patients: - 

(a)  Patients  suffering;  frem  carcinoma  usually  of  a  terminal  nature, 

(b)  Patients  suffering  from  other  forms  of  chronic  illness  in 
respect  of  which  financial  responsibility  is  accepted  by  the 
Y7est'  Riding  County  Council, 

The  scheme  was  intended  to  meet  the  needs  of  patients  for  short 
l^eriods  during  terminal  illness  or  other  oxcex'tional  circumstances, 

tlany  relatives  prefer  to  hel]p  nurse  the  p)atient  themselves  for 
varying  reasons.  Nevertheless,  when  illness  is  protracted,  additional 
help  is  sometimes  a  necessity  and  this  service  covers  such  needs. 
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Vromen  v/ith  seme  nui'sing  experience  are  emi:^loyecL  on  a 
basis  and  aoixiliar^^  workers  are  the  nucleus  of  v;hat  is  an  exi^anding 
service.  They  are  •'jv'illing  to  cover  cases  at  short  notice,  v/Mch  is 
essential  in  this  tyx^e  of  work. 

During  1970>  7  cancer  iDatients  and  9  other  jJa-’^icrits  were  covered. 

Since  this  valuable  service  is  essentially  of  a  medical  character 
it  v/ill  be  unaffected  by  administra.tive  changes  affecting  Mental  Health 
and  Home  Helxos  in  and  v/ill  remain  with  the  Health  Department, 

The  functions  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  were 
transferred  in  19^9  to  the  Health  Education  Council, 

The  specific  objectives  aimed  at  in  the  subject  necessitate  social 
research  being  no  longer  small  inferences  deduced  from  personal 
exv^erience  and  the  practice  of  medicine  and  nursing.  Specialised 
training  is  required  and  qualification  in  the  academic  discipline  of 
Health  Educaticn.  There  has  boon  a  shift  in  emiDliasis  from  exogenous 
interest  in  the  influence  of  fresh  air,  physical  exercise,  diet  and 
hygiene  to  the  more  personal  subjects  of  mental  health,  sex  education, 
family  relationshixas  and  other  social  p)roblems. 

Informal  health  education  is  carried  out  every  day  by  all  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Team,  so  unobstrusively  and  unspectacularly  that 
the  public  do  not  realise  they  are  being  "educated”.  This  is  indeed 
how  it  should  be  imparted  but  there  are  occasions  vj-hen  grouia  particip¬ 
ation  is  beneficial  and  indeed  necessary,  and  this  is  whore  formal 
Health  Education  t  ak;es  its  place. 

The  nursDJLig  staff  have  dux-ing  the  year  given  a  considerable 
proportion  of  their  time  to  group;  health  education  and  the  fixtures  be3.ow 
rela.te  to  the  grou^js  and  numbers  of  peojple  involved.

IHE'ECTIOUS  DISEASE 


895  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  to  the  Department 
as  apjainst  4^7  in  the  previous  3^ear,  Measles  accomted  for  805.  ^Ihen 
it  is  borne  in  mind  that  v/e  have  no  estimate  of  unrecognised  cases  and 
tha.t  sub  clinical  attacks  aie  common,  the  overall  incidence  emphasises 
an  urgent  need  for  greater  accepjtance  of  raoaslos  vaccine  by  both  public 
and  doctors.  Com]pli cat ions  subsequent  to  measles  live  vaccine  such  as 
fever  and  mild  illness  are  small  reason  for  refusal  to  vaccinate,  since 
unvaccinated  children  sui  fer  a  much  more  severe  illness  if  exposed  to 
natural  infection. 
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Dv-rpi-UmTZA 


The  outbrealc  of  influenza  reported  last  year  v/hich  appeared 
suddenly  in  December  CfAitinued  until  the  end  of  January  1970. 

The  outbreak  Y:as  characterised  in  many  cases  by  a  sharp  and  severe 
illness,  a  high  morbidity  and  mortality  rate  both  in  young  and  old. 

It  is  clear  that  a  vaxiation  occur-red  in  the  antigenic  structure  of 
the  virus.  Such  changes  invalidate  much  of  the  efficacy  of  stock 
vaccines  and  unless  '.ee  are  able  to  detect  changes  in  the  nature  of  the 
virus  \7ell  in  advance  of  the  spread  of  infection,  the  control  of  future 
epidemics  is  rendered  difficult.  Herein  is  justification  for  the  World 
Health  Organisation  to  maintain  its  surveillance  of  the  global  position 
so  that '  vulnerable  groups  in  the  po]pulation  may  be  adequately  protected 
in  advance  of  an  outbreak. 

SONKE  mSMTERY 

7  cases  of  somie  dysentery  ivere  well  belav  the  annual  average  for 
this  area  although  this  does  not  represent  the  number  of  cases  which 
occurred.  The  disease  reflects  poor  standards  of  personal  hygiene 
p)articularly  in  the  care  of  the  young  child,  and  fuithermore  drug 
resistance  of  the  organism  necessitates  periodic  sensitivity  tests  to 
initiate  early  and  successful  treatment.  The  disease  is  only  rarely 
food  borne  and  indeed  contagion  from  child  to  child  and/or  parent  by 
infected  finger  nails  at  nursery  school  or  home  is  a  common  mode  of 
spread. 

TYTHOID 

No  cases  were  notified.  Since  the  probable  source  of  infection  is 
persons  proceeding  on  holiday  contracting  the  disease  abroad 
propliy lactic  vaccination  is  indicated  well  in  advance  of  projected 
holidays  in  the  Hediterranean  Littoral, 


INFECTIVE  fEPATITIS 

The  occurrence  of  2;-8  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  Y/as,  with  the 
exception  of  measles,  the  most  striking  feature  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year.  The  varying  severity  of  disease,  its  comparative 
mildness  in  children  and  the  widespread  occurrence  of  unrecognised  '  • 
cases  vdio  may  be  symptomless  excretors  of  the  vims  contributes  to 
prevalence.  The  long  incuba.tion  period  renders  difficult  recognition 
of  the  sources  of  infection.  The  mode  of  transmission  is  usuall^^ 
faecal  oral  and  the  disease  has  a  tendency  to  cling  to  limited  areas 
in  groups  of  persons  in  schools  and  housing  estates.  In  our  present 
knowledge  prophylaxis  is  usually  ineffectual. 
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OTH^iR  IM'ECTIOUS  DISE^ES 


Scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough  were  below  average  incidence  and 
no  cases  of  diphtheria  and  poliomye3.it is  were  reported.  The  absence 
of  dijjhtheria  and  x^oliomyelitis  and  the  loiv  incidence  of  y/hooping  cough 
emphasise  the  value  of  vaccination  schemes, 

RUBEJI A  VACCni  •'  TION 

Rubella  vaccination  was  introduced  during  the  year  and  the 
following  procedure  recoiTmended  by  the  County  Committee  instituted; - 

1  .  An  approach  was  made  to  the  relevant  age  group  13-14  year  olds 
in  schools , 

2.  Certain  limits  were  imposed  due  to  shortage  of  vaccine  early  in  the 
camp^aign , 

3.  Priority  v/as  given  in  the  first  place  to  girls  who  reached  their 
lAth  birthday  not  later  than  31st  December,  1970* 

4.  Consent  forms  devised  by  the  County,  literature  and  vaccine  were 
made  available* 

5.  Arrangements  Y/ere  made  for  comp)uterisation  for  records  of  vaccination 
carried  out  by  G-eneral  Practitioners. 

Five  schools  ’..'ere  completed  before  the  end  of  1 970  and  arrangements 
YTere  made  whereby  another  3  schools  Y/ould  be  covered  early  in  1 971  • 

This  particular  vaccine  is  unique  in  that  it  is  the  first 
prophylactic  measure  undertaleen  which  does  not  dire cfciy  aim  at 
prevention  of  a  particular  disease.  The  purp)Ose  is  to  safeguard  the 
children  of  the  young  Y;-omen  to  Y/hom  vaccination  is  offered, 

PUBLIC  ilEAITU  (II^]FfCTIOUS  diseases)  RECITATIONS,  1968 

Introduced  in  August  1968,  the  RegLilations  imposed  changes  in 
notification  procedure,  placing  responsibility  for  notification  of  a 
case  of  notifiable  disease  exclusively  on  the  doctor  attending  the 
patient,  Y/hether  in  hos,  ital  or  elseYi^here,  and  specified  the  information 
required  to  be  given  YL.en  notification  Y/as  made.  Previsions  for  transfer 
of  notification  between  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Local  Authorities 
of  infectious  disease  contracted  outside  this  district  w’ere  introduced. 

The  definition  ’Notifiable  Disease’  Y/as  restricted  to  cholera, 
plague,  relapsing  fever,  smallpox  or  typhus.  Of  the  diseases 
originally  listed,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  typiioid  and  jjaratyphoid 
Y/ere  made  notifiable.  Under  the  new  Regulations  membranous  croup  and 
eiysipelas  vrere  omitted,  leptospirosis  Y/as  made  notifiab3.e  throughout 
the  country  but  acute  primary?-  jpneumonia,  acute  influenzal  pneumonia, 
puerp)eral  pyrexia  and  acute  rheumatism,  hitherto  notifiable,  ceased 
to  be  so. 

Regulation  9  extended  the  paver  of  the  Ledical  Officer  of  Health 
to  vaccinate  or  immunise  C'.ntacts  of  jDcrsuns  suffering  from  other 
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diseases  made  notifiable  by  the  19^8  Act  or  pLegLila.tions*  Hitherto 
such  po7/er  applied  only  to  smallpox.  The  regulation  docs  not  apply 
to  tuberculosis,  nor  does  the  Minister  expect  Authorities  to  apply 
it  excei^t  for  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  sraallioox,  v/hooping  cuugh 
or  measles.  Authorities  are  urged  vjheiever  large  numbers  are  involved 
to  offer  vaccination  or  inTnuiiisatiun  in  ad  hoc  clinics  inviting  General 
Practitioners  to  partieixeate. 

The  Local  Authority  was  a^ked  to  drav;  the  attention  of  all 
Medical  Practitioners  resident  or  j-^^ractising  Y/ithin  this  area  to  the 
ne’Y  Act  and  Regulations.  Other  x^rovisions  of  the  Regulations  aieply 
to  x^ersons  requested  or  required  to  discontinue  employment,  the 
examination  under  order  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  of  x^ersens  Y/hom 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Hea.lt h  Susx^ects  to  be  carrying  an  organism.

Notified  cases  during  the  yeex  1970  numbered  7»  Of  these  6  vere 
nev7  cases  and  one  a  transfer  from  another  district.  One  nev;  notification 
was  an  old  case  recovered  some  years  ago  whose  condition  had  broken 
dam.  Another  nev;  notification  was  a  Pakistani  school  girl.  Both 
these  ca.se s  produced  positive  sputa. 

Attendances  at  the  Clinic  shaned  a  slight  reduction  from 
previous  yeaxs.  Total  attendances  duxing  1970  were  1,f|-23. 

The  number  of  contacts  seen  v/as  177«  Of  these  106  were  nev/  and 
included  35  yoTJJ^g  babies  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  Tvvo  contacts  were 
found  to  have  active  tuberculous  lesions,  one  p)roducing  a  positive 
sputum. 

Yfe  continue  to  see  all  Mantoujc  jpositive  school  leavers.  No  cases 
of  active  tubercle  were  found  in  this  group.  These  with  severe 
reactions  were  kept  under  observation  for  a  time, 

tiass  X-ray  surveys  were  carried  out  at  7  factories  in  the  Division 
duxing  the  year.  No  nev/  cases  were  added  ti.  the  Register  as  a  result. 

There  is  no  Care  Committee  in  the  Division,  All  difficulties 
are  dealt  with  at  the  Clinic  v/ith  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitor 
whose  services  are  much  apjmeciated. 


Very  few  patients  are  unemployed.  Ve  continue  to  have  good 
relations  with  the  Ministry  of  Employment  and  Productivity  and  the 
J/Iinistry  of  Social  Security.

miEREAli  DISEASE 


The  social  disease  remains  a  serious  problem  on  a  vrarld  wide  and 
national  scale.  Of  recent  years  the  ii  cidence  in  the  male  has 
increased  several  times  in  certain  countries  although  that  does  not 
apply  to  England,  Indeed,  in  tliis  country  the  highest  concentration 
occurs  in  sea  ports  and  centres  where  large  numbers  of  immigrant  labour 
settle.  In  this  district  however,  venereal  disease  has  shavn  no 
considerable  rise  in  the  teenage  group  or  among  older  males  and  females. 
Confidential  information  sup_^lied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
ne?/  cases  facilitates  tracing  of  contacts  and  a  general  assessment  of 
the  position  periodically.  Certain  persons  ,  ho\7ever,  remain  undetected 
and  others  seek  private  sources  of  treatment.  These  may  be  sought  from 
the  persons  ov.n  Medical  Practitioner,  another  Doctor,  or  a  Consultant 
in  Venerology^.

Concern  lias  been  e:q:ressed  about  the  rising  incidence  of  this 
infection  due  tc^  the  itch-mite  Sarcoptes  Scabeii  i/hich  invades  the 
cuticle  and  once  established  in  a  ]period  of  up  to  one  month  piroduces 
an  intense].y  irritating  eruxition  on  the  body  and  extremities. 

Untrea.ted  cases  x.roceed  to  secondary  infection  v/hich  at  night  inter¬ 
feres  TYith  the  cornxVrt  aid  ultimately  the  health  of  the  iDatient.  All 
ages  are  susceptible  and  fanil^"  infection  is  frequent.  Treatment  is 
sirijile  and  effective  if  axoxilied  early  ^nce  correct  diagnosis  is 
established.  Confusion  does  occur  on  occasion  lYith  other  abnormal¬ 
ities  of  the  skin,  e.g.  urticaria,  allergies  etc. 

In  family  infestations  suitable  medicaments  are  proi/ided  by  the 
Health  Depiartmt ;iit  a'l  treatment  encouraged  in  the  iiatient's  am  home, 
A3-ternatively,  canes  may  be  referred  t  the  private  Doctor,  clinic,  or 
occasionally  i/liere  severe  secondary  infection  is  x^^resent,  to  the 
Consultant  Dermatologist,

Local  Authorities,  under  Section  26  of  the  Ka^tional  Health 
Service  Act,  are  required  to  arrange  for  the  immunisation  and 
vaccination  of  suscexitible  x^2?sons  in  their  areas  a.gainst  anallpox 
and  Diphtheria,  By  direction,  or  with  axaproval  after  axap-bicatii.n, 
this  may  be  extended  to  the  control  of  any  other  disease.  Whooping 
Cough,  Poliomyelitis,  Tetanus,  Tuberculosis  and  Measles  lend  themselves 
to  prophylactic  control  by  immunisation  and  have  been  added  to  the  list 
in  the  T/est  Riding  administrative  area.  Tliis  involves  the  Medical 
Practitioner  and  the  Health  Department  in  a  considerdD  le  range  of 
preventive  Y/ork  and  maintenance  of  x^e^rsonal  records. 

Certain  chnnges  Y/ere  introduced  during  1968  in  the  axjl^lied 
procedure  for  imiYunisation  and  vaccina.tion  records.  The  computer 
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aiit'::matically  issues  to  consenting  ijarcnts  of  infants  and  children 
appointments  for  attendance  at  the  appropriate  surgery  of  the  Medical 
Practitioner  or  clinic.  Failure  to  attend  is  ]_rovided  for  by  repeated 
invitations .

During  the  year  a  change  in  emphasis  was  noticeable  particularly 
in  the  field  of  housing  where  the  effects  of  the  Housing  Act,  1.^65 
were  being  felt. 

The  major  housing  problem  in  the  past  has  been  due  to  the  high 
density  ba^ok  to  ba,ck  development  v/hich  took  place  in  the  late 
nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries.  This  has  now  been  almost 
completely  eliminated. 

General  inspection  of  premises  registered  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  E.ailv7ay  Premises  Act  was  com.*enced  for  the  second,  time,  and  ever^^ 
attempt  was  made  during  the  year  to  maintain  the  improved  standard 
achieved  in  these  premises  and  also  in  premises  covered  by  the  Pood 
Fjygiene  (General)  Regulations, 

The  new  system  of  overha,ul  tracking  in  the  sheep  slaughter  and 
cooling  halls  proved  very  effective  v/ith  regard  to  general  handling  of 
carcases  and  in  particular  greatly  improved  facilities  for  inspection. 

There  vjere  no  staff  changes  during  the  year;  Miss  M.  Briscoe, 
Student  Public  HeaAth  Inspector,  was  successful  in  passing  the 
Intermediate  Examination  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Education 
Board,  and  Mr,  H,C.D,  Pedley,  District  Public  Health  Inspector, 
obtained  the  Testamur  of  the  Institute  of  Public  Cleansing,

The  number  of  applications  for  grants  apioroved  this  year  was  4-5 
standard  and  28  discretionary,  this  is  approximately  52%  increase  on 
last  year;  making  a  total  of  755  grants  since  the  inception  of  the 
Improvement  Crant  Scheme*  The  figure  comprises  1-26  standard  and 
329  discretionary  grants* 

The  increase  in  Discretionary  G-rants  from  7  in  1969  to  28  in 
1970  was  mainly  due  to  the  revised  conditions  contained  in  the  Housing 
Act,  1969,  and  the  intensive  National  Advertising  Campaign  regarding 
Improvement  G-rants  but  the  Council’s  decision  in  principle  to  pay 
improvement  grants  towards  the  cost  of  improving  natural  lighting  and 
ventilation  in  attic  bedrooms  by  means  of  dormer  windows  also 
contributed  to  this  increase*  Six  grant  applications  for  this  type

This  type  of  accomruodation  is  not  a  major  problem  in  the  town  but 
additional  cases  continue  to  come  to  light  in  the  course  of  the 
Department’s  routine  and  once  Icnown  the  premises  are  inspected 
regularly  to  ensure  that  adequate  standards  are  maintained. 

Close  liaison  with  the  West  Riding  Pire  Officer  is  maintained  to 
ensure  that  owners  of  houses  let  in  multiple  occupation  have  talcen 
adequate  steps  to  provide  means  of  escape  in  cases  of  fire. 


POOD  iiHD  DRUG-S 


Regular  inspections  of  food  premises  v/ere  carried  out  and 
improvements  achieved  in  past  3/ears  were  maintained.  In  addition  to 
requiring  satisfactory  standards  v/ith  regard  to  the  structure  of 
premises,  fixtures,  fittings,  etc.,  advice  was  given  with  regard  to 
hygienic  handling  techniques  and  in  particular  managers  and  their 
staff  were  advised  with  regard  to  stock  rotation. 

It  is  quite  apparent  v/ith  date  coded  stock  that  unless  the 
shopkeeper  checks  for  himself,  the  code  numbers  on  incoming  goods,  the 
system  of  'sale  orreturn'  practised,  in  most  cases,  unofficially  by  the 
wholesale  van  salesman  is  v/ide  open  to  abuse.  Dead  stock  returned  to  the 
van  salesman  by  one  shop  ma,7  be  delivered  later  in  the  day  to

another.  In  several  cases  ’out  of  code’  confectionery  goods  were 
found  displayed  for  sale  in  shops  shortly  after  the  van  salesman  had 
made  a  delivery.  In  each  case  the  shop  manager  v^/as  advised  of  his 
responsibility  to  ascertain  as  far  as  possible  that  all  goods  aold 
v/ere  of  a  satisfactory  quality.  It  vjas  not  found  necessary  during  the 
year  to  rposecute  anyone  for  contravention  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(G-eneral)  E-cgulations  J*ot.

During  the  year  a  total  of  eleven  hundredweights  of  tinned  food, 
etc.  v;as  voluntarily  surrendered  by  shops  and  certified  by  the 
department  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 


Shipley  is  not  a  food  and  Drugs  Authority  o,nd  the  majority  of 
the  sampling  under  the  food  and  Drugs  Act  1 955  is  undertaken  by  the 
West  Hading  Count/  Council  Department  of  'Weights  and  Measures  and 
Consumer  Protection.  During  the  yeo.r  45  samples  of  millc  and  17 
sam]ples  of  other  foods  and  drugs  were  taken.  One  pork  sausage 
sample  was  found  to  be  low  in  meat  content;  the  manufacturer  was 
sent  a  cautionary  lecter. 

Bacteriological  Examination  of  liilk 

The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  milk  samples  which  were  taken 
in  the  town,  and  which  Y>/ere  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  the  prescribed  examinations.  All  the  samples  taken  to  determine 
the  presence  of  Brucellosis,  v/hioh  proved  positive,  were  from  producers 
outside  the  tov/n, 

26  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  T.T.C.  test,  one  of  the 
recommended  tests  to  determine  the  presence  of  antibiotics  in  millc, 
all  these  samples  proved  negative.

As  already  stated  the  installation  of  new  overhead  tracld.ng  in 
the  sheep  slaughter  and  cooling  halls  at  the  Public  ^liattoir  has 
greatly  improved  working  conditions  for  slaughtermen  and  for  the 
inspector.  Unfortunately,  the  throughput  showed  a  substantial 
decrease  from  52,039  in  19^9  to  33, 2^^  in  1970  due  partly  to  consumer 
resistance  to  the  high  price  of  red  meat.  However,  the  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  may  be  somewhat  deceptive  as  a  guide  to  the 
service  provided  by  the  abattoir;  it  gives  no  indication  of  the  weight 
of  meat  produced  and  unfortunately  the  department  does  not  have  access 
to  information  regarding  carcase  weights,  A  considerable  improvement 
in  the  quality  of  the  sheep  slaughtered  by  the  Pakistani  wholesale 
butchers  has  been  apparent  during  the  year  and  the  number  of  whole 
carcases  condemned  for  pathological  emaciation  appreciably  less  than 
hitherto.  The  heavier  carcases  result  in  the  required  weight  of 
meat  being  produced  from  fewer  animals. 

The  income  for  the  financial  year  ending  31 st  March,  1 971  was 
£S,36^  compared  v/ith£l  1,941  in  the  previous  year. 

There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.

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TliG  siiox'tQ.g©  of  solid  sniokolsss  fuGls  GxpGctGd.  d-Uiring  -^iniGP 
1970/71  did  not  matorialise  locally  principcJly  duG  to  mild  wGatliGr 
conditions  and  the  prospects  for  the  future  now  seem  brighter. 

It  is  apparent  throughout  the  town  that  a  substantial  amount  of 
bituminous  coal  is  still  being  burnt,  resulting  in  contraventions  of 
the  Smoke  Control  Orders.  In  order  to  justify  the  considerable 
public  expenditure  incurred  on  fireplace  replacements  and  conversions 
a,nd  to  obtain  the  full  benefits  of  Smoke  Control  areas  to  the  community 
at  large,  it  will  be  necessa.ry  for  the  department  to  take  strict  and 
continued  action  vjith  regard  to  the  enforcement  of  Smoke  Control 
Orders  in  the  future.  This  work  will  be  time  consuming  but  necessary 
if  we  are  to  see  the  full  effects  of  domestic  smoke  control. 

With  regard  to  industrial  pollution,  generally  spealcing 
industrialists  have  been  co-operative  and  a  number  of  boiler  installa¬ 
tions  have  been  renewed  or  modernised.  Replacement  of  an  obsolete 
private  incinerator  which  has  given  rise  to  many  complaints  is 
anticipated  in  the  early  summer  of  1 971  . 

During  the  course  of  the  year  24  timed  observations  of  industrial 
chimneys  were  made  and  41  inspections  of  industrial  plant  were  carried 
out.  2  notices  of  offence  under  Section  1  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  v/ere 
served  but  legal  proceedings  were  not  instituted  in  regard  to  these 
offences. 

One  unusual  atmospheric  pollution  problem  arose  in  connection 
with  dyeing  processes,  number  of  complaints  were  received  from 
residents  in  the  vicinity  of  the  vjorks  that  pollutants  in  the 
atmosphere  were  affecting  plant  life  in  their  gardens. 

iifter  investigations  and  discussions  v/ith  management,  chemists 
and  the  iilkali  Inspector,  one  of  the  carriers  used  in  the  dyeang  process 
was  found  to  have  herbicidal  effects.  The  firm  concerned  agreed  to 
discontinue  use  of  this  compound.  The  use  of  another  carrier  which 
was  found  to  have  only  slight  toxicity  to  plant  life  was  to  be 
continued  but  this  was  to  be  used  more  sparingly  and  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  minimise  concentrations  admitted  to  the  atmosphere  at  any 
particular  time .

PUBLIC  CLEidlSING- 

Evory  effort  was  made  to  maintain  a  v;eekly  collection  service  for 
the  whole  of  the  town  and  this  v/as  achieved  throughout  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  although  difficulties  were  e::q}orienced  at  holidays. 
For  eleven  days  in  October  the  refuse  collectors  were  called  out  on 
strike  in  support  of  their  Union's  claim  for  a  v/age  increase.  During 
this  period  plastic  sacks  v/ere  issued  to  the  public  upon  request  at 
the  Cleansing  Depot  and  the  Tov;n  Hall,  and  generally  speaking  the 
public  Yjere  co-operative. 


Early  in  the  year,  the  S,  &  D,  35  cu.  yd.  Pakamatic  refuse 
compression  vehicle  ordered  in  19^9  arrived  and  v/as  put  into  commission 
on  the  Nab  Wood  round.  The  delivery  of  a  second  Pakamatic  vehicle 
was  expected  in  December  1970  but  unfortunately  this  did  not  arrive 
by  the  end  of  the  year.

Paper  Sacks 

For  several  years  all  new  Council  flats  and  niaisonettes  have  been 
provided  with  a  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage,  the  sacks  being 
supported  on  wall  mounted  sack  holders  grouped  in  compounds  with  self 
closing  ga,tes.  In  most  cases  this  has  proved  very  successful. 
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Hov/ever,  despite  the  sacks  beiri;';;  enclosed  in  compounds  trouble  has 
been  experienced  in  some  areas  from  dogs  or  cats  damaging  the  sacks 
and  causing  spillage  of  refuse.  In  a  minority  of  cases  the  system 
has  been  grossly  abused  by  the  tenants  who  have  not  bothered  to  fit 
the  sack  in  the  holder  provided  but  have  used  the  compound  as  a 
’midden'  and  emptied  all  their  refuse  on  the  floor,  resulting  in  the 
necessity  for  a  special  collection.  In  the  hope  of  reducing  damage 
to  sacks  and  other  abuse  of  the  system,  nev;  Council  properties  are 
now  being  provided  with  bins  and  the  bin  liner  system  is  being  used. 

The  total  number  of  dwellings  using  paper  sacks  is  i,600  and  the 
total  number  of  dwellings  using  bin  liners  is  278.  During  November 
work  study  was  carried  out  in  the  refuse  and  salvage  department  by  the 
Council  Management  Services  Department  assisted  by  officers  from  the 
Yorkshire  Provincial  Council  II.S.U.,  and  in  anticipation  of  their 
study  and  rexjort  no  great  changes  in  the  organisation  of  the  refuse 
collection  rounds  were  made  and  the  decision  to  adopt  the  bin-liner 
system  in  Saltaire  village  on  a  regular  basis  following  the  successful 
pilot  scheme  in  19^9  was  deferred* 

Trade  Refuse 

The  Council  entered  into  2u5  contracts  to  remove  trade  refuse; 
the  income  from  this  source  was  £i,l32  compared  v/ith  c€l,3l9  19^9*

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  in  the  quarry  at 
■Yrose  Brow  and  the  Council  continued  to  receive  refuse  from  the  Baildon 
Urban  District  for  which  an  ax)r)ropriate  charge  is  made.  The  high 
percentage  of  paper  and  polythene  x^resent  in  domestic  refuse  and  the 
shortage  of  suitable  covering  material  present  serious  difficulties* 

In  some  situations  it  was  found  x^racticable  to  dig  shale  from  the  quarry 
site  for  use  as  cover  but  this  material  x^j^ovides  a  very  poor  surface  for 
vehicles  to  run  on  particularly  in  v/et  weather. 

In  March  the  Council  took  delivery  of  a  I'Yeathorill  L  50  four  wheel 
drive  loading  shovel  for  use  on  the  tixD.  The  income  from  the  tip  v/as 
£930  an  increase  of  £21 6  on  last  year;  this  figure  excludes 
received  from  Baildon  Urban  District  Council. 


Joint  discussions  \;ith  Baildon,  Bingley  and  Bradford  regarding  a 
joint  refuse  disposal  scheme  continued  and  a  report  was  received  from 
the  Consultants  in  October  indicating  the  feasibility  of  a  total 
incineration  plant  to  serve  the  four  authorities.  Discussions  are 
continuing , 
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Salva.^e 


The  Powell  Continuous  Baler  having  given  good  service  since  1952 
was  replaced  in  June  1970  t)y  a  'Paal  Press’  which  produces  a  much 
larger  bale  weighing  approximately  six  to  seven  hundredweights.  n 
batter^^  operated  Forager  Minor  Clamp  lift  truck  was  purchased  at  the 
same  time  to  handle  the  heavier  bales. 

Paper  is  sorted  into  three  grades,  i.e.  ’cardboard’,  ’mixed'  and 
’newsprint’,  and  the  latter  is  shredded  prior  to  being  baled. 

The  total  weight  of  salvage  for  the  year  was  437  tons  compared 
vjithZ^9  tons  in  19^9;  this  reduction  can  be  attributed  largely  to 
salvagable  material  lost  during  the  refuse  collectors'  strike. 

However,  despite  the  lower  tonnage  the  income  for  the  year  was  £4^995 
as  against  £4,626  in  1969.  The  increase  being  due  to  higher  rates 
per  ton  introduced  on  29th  December,  1969  and  an  enhanced  rate 
payable  in  respect  of  bales  exceeding  five  hundredweights  as  produced  by 
the  new  press.

from  Sweet  vYell  and  Low  Moor  Springs  at  High  Eldwick  and  the  Low  Level 
supply  which  is  basically  upland  surface  water  from  the  G-raincliffe 
Springs,  impounding  at  G-raincliffe  reservoir.  High  Eldwick  and 
distributed  thirough  service  reservoirs  at  Baildon  Banl?;, 

The  supply  at  G-raincliffe  reservoir  can  be  supplemented  through  a 
ring  main  by  water  from  reservoirs  in  surrounding  areas  or  by  water 
taken  from  the  river  Wharf e  between  Addingham  and  Ilkley. 
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Ever^^  dwelling  in  the  town  has  an  internal  piped  supply  of  water 
from  the  public  supply.

Each  year  percejptible  chan-'es  occur  v/hich  affect  public  health 
adninistration,  either  as  a  result  of  changes  in  legislation  or  public 
opinion,  or  both,  /ja  associated  oraphasis  is  usually  placed  on  a 
particular  subject  and  1970  v^/as  no  exception  in  that  a  great  deal  of

Inspector  when  Mr,  W,  Horne  accepted  a  position  with  BcO.AoC,  in 
October,  His  successor,  Mr,  A,  T,  Johnson,  commenced  his  duties  in  the 
department  in  February,  1 971 •

Vrater  Supplies 

The  ?/ater  supplies  to  the  Urban  District  are  derived  from  a 
number  of  sources. 

The  Bingley  Council  are  v\rater  undertakers  for  the  whole  area 
at  present  (except  in  respect  of  Harden,  Crossflatts  and  Eldwick 
which  are  supplied  directly  by  Bradford  Corporation,  and  the  Branksome 
Drive  area  which  is  supplied  by  kombalds  Water  Board) .  In  addition, 
approximately  ^0}o  of  the  total  volume  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  Bradford. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  responsibilities  of  the  whole  of  the  public 
supplies  to  the  Urban  District  will  be  transferred  to  the  Bradford 
Corporation  Water  Undertaking  during  the  ensuing  year.  close 
liaison  is  maintained  with  Mr.  Haslock,  the  Water  Engineer. 

Where  possible  the  supply  of  v^ater  from  the  public  mains  is  extended 
and  in  this  respect  v/ork  was  commenced  to  connect  nine  houses  in  the 
vicinity  of  Stye  Lane,  G-roerJiill  and  Lady  Lane  to  the  public  su^Dply. 

W’ork  was  completed  to  provide  an  adequate  supply  of  Y\rater  to  eleven 
houses  at  Park  Top,  Eldwick  by  extending  the  public  main  and  providing- 
new  communication  and  service  pipes.  Many  private  supx^lies  still 
exist  within  the  district  serving  some  160  premises.  The  majority 
are  piped  from  upland  springs  and  inspections  and  sampling  are 
undertaken  to  ascertain  quality  standards  of  the  v^ater  supplies.

After  considering  information  and  certain  advice  from  the 
Covernment  departments  and  producers  and  distributors  of  solid  smokoless 
fuels  as  to  the  anticiipated  shortage  of  solid  smokeless  fuels  during  the 
Winter  of  1970/71,  the  Council  resolved  to  postpone  the  operative  dates 
of  two  Smoko  Controls  by  tv/elve  months.  The  operative  dates  of  the 
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No,  "1 4 (Wilsden)  and  the  No,  16  (Eldwiok)  Smoko  Control  Orders  v^;ere 
thus  altered  to  tal:e  effect  on  the  1st  July,  1971*  The  Council  also 
undertook  to  convert,  during  1970,  several  heating  installations  in 
various  pulDlic  luildings  to  hum  fuels  other  than  solid  fuel. 

Having  regard  to  the  above-mentioned  circumstances,  no  further 
progress  with  the  Smoke  Control  programme  was  contemplated  during 
the  year.  It  is,  therefore,  dissapointing  that  the  Smoke  Control 
programme  was  not  completed  as  scheduled  for  1970, 

Measurement  of  g^itmo spheric  Pollution 

The  volumetric  measurement  of  pollution  is  undertaken  by  the  use 
of  equipment  which  is  housed  in  the  Towrn  Hall,  Bingley,  vdiere  readings 
are  taken  daily  during  the  week. 

Prom  the  condensed  readings,  the  graph  gives  an  indication  of  the 
levels  of  iDollution  of  the  atmosphere  from  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
since  1;63.  '/Vhilst  it  would  be  misleading  to  select  any  one  year  to 
indicate  a  trend,  the  graph  shov/s  a  gradual  decline  at  periods  of 
maximum  '''Yinter  pollution. 

It  would  appear  that  the  trend  for  domestic  consumption  of  solid 
fuel  to  fall  will  continue  and  a  proportionate  increase  in  the  use  of 
other  fuels  will  lead  to  a  still  further  reduction  of  atmosp>heric 
pollution.  The  conversion  of  whole  areas  from  gas  derived  from  coal 
and  oil  to  the  use  of  natural  gas  will  reduce  pollution  still  further, 

Vfliilst  examining  pollution  charts  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  during  the  last  tv7o  or  tliree  years  the  shortage  of  solid 
smokeless  fiiels  has  had  a  deleterious  effect  on  pollution  readings  in 
that  unnecessary  and  unlawful  use  of  bituminous  coal  has  occurred 
to  varying  degrees;  thus  creating  an  extremely  embarrassing  situation 
for  the  Council,

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Noise  Pollution 


The  Council  is  a  long  standing  nenbor  of  tho  West  Ridin-;^'  ^j.dvisory 
Council  for  Clean  Vi r  and  Noise  Control,  the  title  of  which  was  amended 
during  the  year  to  include  within  its  purview  tho  problems  associated 
v;ith  noise.  The  Bingley  Council  have  also  been  represented  for  some 
years  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  said' Advisor^^  Council, 

The  problems  of  noise  in  this  locality  are  becoming  extremely 
prominent  in  the  work  of  the  department.  The  majority  of  noise 
nuisances  arise  from  manufacturing  processes  in  industrial  premises* 

The  mixed  character  of  the  developed  land  in  the  Urban  District  is 
the  primary  reason  for  noise  nuisance  to  arise,  in  that  existing 
factory  premises  and  residential  properties  are  intermixed.  New 
housing  development  takes  place,  most  of  which  is  of  high  quality, 
and  is  invariably  situated  on  land  adjoining  industrial  buildings. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  manufacturing  process  within  factory  may  alter 
considerably  in  the  present  age  of  teclinological  progress,  v;ith  the 
result  that  the  circumstances  in  the  immediate  vicinity  may  be  drastically 
altered.  The  resulting  problems  can  be  most  difficult  to  resolve  and 
nay  be  extremely  costly. 

By  the  very  nature  of  this  subject  the  majority  of  Inspectors’ 
time  in  dealing  with  noise  nuisance  takes  place  during  late  evenings 
or  early  hours  of  the  morning,  and  demands  a  considerable  degree  of 
patience  in  dealing  v\/ith  those  members  of  the  public  who  are  affected. 

Caravan  Sites 

There  are  two  caravan  sites  licenced  for  more  than  five  caravans 
and  two  sites  licenced  for  one  caravan  each.  The  larger  sites  are 
situated  at  Broadstones,  Eldwiok  and  G-oit  Stock,  Harden,  v;ith  capacities 
of  LO  and  66  respectively, 

I  am  again  unable  to  report  that  the  G-oit  Stock  Caravan  Site  is 
fully  operational,  due  to  no  fault  of  the  Council  nor  to  any 
misdem.eanor  of  the  lioencoe,  v^ho  has  jDrepared  the  site  for  occupation. 


Mortuary 

The  use  of  the  mortuary  was  discontinued  as  from  July, ■ 
Alternative  facilities  were  made  available  v^ithin  the  precincts  of  tho 
nev/  Airedale  G-eneral  Hospital, 
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Prevention  of  Do.ma./<;e  by  Pests  Act 

On  tie  retirement  of  the  rodent  operative,  a  now  operative  was 
trained  and  appointed.  The  nev/  nan  has  been  provided  vjith  transport 
enabling  him  to  carry  out  other  duties  and  has  resulted  in  a  saving  of 
the  Cleansing  Superintendent’s  time. 

The  Council’s  sower  system  is  treated  three  times  per  year  as  a 
precautionary  measure  of  controlling  the  rodent  population. 
j*dditional  treatments  are  carried  out  where  necessary  and  extra 
precautionary  treatments  have  been  taken  in  connection  with  the  v/ork 
being  undertaken  on  the  main  drainage  scheme,  the  central  development 
area  and  the  housing  project  on  the  Church  Street  area. 

Surface  treatments  are  undertaken  at  domestic  and  industrial 
promises.  The  figures  below  indicate  the  work  done  in  connection  with 
surface  infestations

Drainage  and  SoweraA'C 

diLthough  there  are  a  considerable  number  of  properties  which  are 
not  connected  to  the  Council’s  sev;ers,  due  to  the  rural  character  of  a 
largo  proportion  of  the  district,  the  number  of  properties  without 
flush  vjater  closets  is  gradually  being  reduced,  and  there  are  no?/  some 
permanent  properties  with  closet  pails. 

The  main  sewage  v/orks  are  situated  at  Dov/ley  G-ajD  and  small  sewage 
treatment  plants  are  provided  at  Harocroft,  Flappit  and  Hallas  Bridge, 
to  serve  the  respective  communities. 

Other  communities  out  of  reach  of  sewers  are  chiefly  those  at  Low 
Springs,  High  Sldwick,  and  the  v^arious  farms  in  the  Wilsden  and  ’ 
Culling??orth  areas.  i  service  is  provided  for  the  emptying  of 
drainage  tanles  at  such  i^ropertics,  by  utilizing  gully-cesspool 
emp tiers . 

The  improvements  to  the  main  drainage  system  v/ore  conmienced  in  June, 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  v/ork  v/ill  take  approximately  two  years  to 
complete • 
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Natural  Water  Courses 


The  district  is  abundantly  supplied  Y^ith  rivers  and  streams  and 
a  considerable  amount  of  tine  is  devoted  to  abating  pollution  promptly 
when  such  incidents  arise . 

Pollution  usuall^^  arises  from  defects  in  drainage  systems  or  by 
accidental  contamination. 

Improvement  in  the  general  quality  of  stream  vi/aters  has  been  a 
gradual  process  during  past  years  in  an  endeavour  to  achieve  the 
highest  possible  standard. 

Public  Bathing 

The  v/ater  at  the  sv\/imiiiing  bath  at  Myrtle  G-rove  is  strictly 
controlled  by  the  Baths  Manager  and  the  results  of  tests  carried  out 
by  this  department  have  been  satisfactory  on  each  occasion. 


The  paddling  pool  situated  in  Myrtle  Park  is  kept  in  good 
condition  and  has  been  v;oll  used  during  the  Summer,

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The  Karrier  Bantam  side  loader  was  duo  to  be  replaced  by  an 
Bap;le  Conpressload  '3’  refuse  vehicle  on  a  Ford  che.ssis.  Difficulties 
were  encountered  v/ith  the  two  manufacturers  duo  to  abnormally  lengthy 
del?.ys  and  the  order  for  the  vehicle  was  eventually  withdrawn  by  mutual 
agreement.  -jn  order  was  then  placed  for  a  Dual-tipper  on  a  Karrior 
chassis  and  delivery  of  this  vehicle  was  anticipated  in  ^.'^pril,  1 971  . 

The  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained  at  a  high 
standard  and  only  on  infrequent  occasions  has  the  service  not  met  the 
once  weekly  collection  routine.  The  degree  of  absenteeism  and  shortage 
of  staff  has  remained  high,  vdiich  factors  present  the  major  difficulties 
in  maintaining  a  regular  service . 

The  strilie  of  manual  v/orkers  in  the  kutumn  did  not  affect  the 
depa,rtmcnt,  although  the  period  was  a  most  difficult  one  and  physical 
evidence  of  unrest  v/as  made  apparent,  particularly  e.t  the  depot  when 
evening  watch  was  kept  for  a  time •

This  scheme  is, now  working  smoothly  after  several  initial  months 
of  disruptions.  iufter  trials  of  several  types  of  sacks  the 
polyethylene  sack  is  now  in  regular  use,  being  more  favoured  by  the 
housohoD-der  and  less  costly  than  the  paper  sacks,  the  prices  of  the 
latter  having  risen  during  the  year. 


Trade  Refuse

utilised  for  covering  purposes  whenever  possible.  During  the  year, 
the  Traclcraarshall  was  replaced  by  a  Muirhill  Mechanical  Shovel  which 
h.as  enabled  the  utilisation  of  old  tip  materials  for  additional 
covering  purposes. 

Negotiations  for  a  joint  incinerator  scheme  v^ere  well  in  hand  by 
the  end  of  the  year  with  Bingley,  Bradford,  Baildon  and  Shipley  being 
the  certain  participants,  whilst  the  commitments  of  two  other 
authorities  wore  not  finalised.  kttompts  to  acquire  alternative  sites 

to  Dov;ley  G-ap  have  met  with  disappointing  results  and  an  alternative 
site  is  still  required.  k  charge  is  made  for  receiving  and  disposing 
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of  trode  refuse  at  the  rate  of  50p  load*  Income  from  this 
source  was  £7^Bo 

In  an  attempt  to  discoura£;c  indiscriminate  tipping  within  the 
Urban  District,  the  Health  and  Sovjago  Committee  agreed  to  a  request 
from  the  Bingloy  Clean-up  Campaign  Committee  to  open  the  tip  each 
Saturday  morning  to  receive  bulky  rubbish  from  householders,  not\¥ith- 
standing  that  a  free  collection  service  is  available  for  this  purpose.

The  Johnson  suction  cleanor  V7as  delivered  in  February  and  replaced 
the  Yorkshire  Karrier  sweeper.  The  machine  is  highlg?'  efficient  and 
deals  with  over  60  miles  of  roads  and  streets. 

The  four  street  orderlies  are  employed  on  a  beat  system  using 
individua,!  trucks.  pedestrian  operated  suction  cleaner  was  a.cquired 
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at  the  latter  part  of  the  year  for  the  collection  of  li{;ht  litter  from 
the  shopping-  area.  It  is  rarely  possible  to  maintain  sufficient  staff 
for  this  type  of  work  and  when  possible  temporary  student  labour  is 
utilised. 

Continuous  supervision  of  road  conditions  is  necessary  due  to  the 
enormous  amount  of  new  development  and  other  building  operations 
takin;^-  place,  v/ithin  the  district, 

Tv/o  combined  guiley/ccs spool  emptiers  arc  employed  for  the 
cleansing  of  street  gullies,  the  emptying  of  septic  taiilis  and  cesspools, 
and  the  Council's  small  sewage  treatment  plants  at  Howenden,  Hallas 
Bridge  and  Flappit  Springs.  In  addition,  a  nuriiber  of  private  concerns 
utilise  the  service  for  de-sludging  trade  effluent  taailcs. 

The  income  derived  from  the  use  of  the  latter  mentioned  two  machines 
during  the  year  was  £335 •

The  work  of  the  department  in  relation  to  this  .L^ct  falls  into  two 
main  categories,  i.e,  the  removal  and  disposal  of  aba.ndoned  vehicles 
or  parts  of  vehicles,  and  the  removal  and  disposal  of  rubbish  v\/hich 
has  been  deposited  about  the  district. 

In  an  endeavour  to  reduce  the  work  in  connection  v;ith  the  latter 
mentioned  rubbish,  the  Council  operates  a  free  collection  service  for 
householders  wishing  to  dispose  of  bull^  items  of  household  refuse. 

This  service  is  undertaken  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  each  v/eek  by 
arrangement,  using  the  30  cv/t,  lorry.  The  same  vehicle  is  also 
utilised  for  the  collection  of  dumped  refuse. 

The  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  abandoned  vehicles  are 
somewhat  different  and  more  complicated,  but  either  the  department  or 
a  private  firm  on  behalf  of  the  Council  dispose  of  vehicles,  partly 
depending  on  v;hether  the  vehicle  is  a  'wreck'  or  a  'runner'. 

Difficulties  which  arise  are  usually  in  connection  with  the 
storage  of  the  vehicles  in  safe  custody  for  the  statutory  period,  as 
space  for  this  purpose  is  extremely  limited.

•Cliffe  Avenue  and  Clidfe  Lane  ¥est. 


SEFUSE  COLLECTION  fAIL  DISPOAUj  ' 

Three  vehicles  are  in  use  for  refuse  collection,  two  35  cubic 
yard  Pakaraatics  and  a  25  cubic  yard  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  ^'i*t 
Tipper,  this  latter  vehicle  being  used  mainly  for  special  collections 
and  assisting  generally  where  necessary.  The  collection  service  posed 
very  few  problems  during  the  year  and  a  seven  to  eight  day  collection 
frequency  v/as  maintained  without  any  difficulty. 

Delivery  of  the  new  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  with  bulk  loading 
attachment,  v/hich  was  due  in  Septemiber,'- was  delayed  due  to  labour 
problems  within  the  industry  and  this  vehicle  was  not  brought  into 
service  until  March,  1  971  . 


All  refuse  was  disjjosed  of  at  the  Shipley  Urban  District  Council 
tip  at  V/rose  Brow  Road.

In  almost  all  instances,  premises  in  the  district  received  a 
treated  v/ater  supply  from  the  Rombalds  V/ater  Board.  On  two  occasions 
unsatisfactory  samples  of  treated  v/ater  wore  obtained  which,  upon 
investigation,  were  found  to  be  caused  by  a  defect  in  the  chlorination 
plant,  otherv\rise  supplies  were  satisfactory  throughout  the  year 

Two  samples  of  v;ater  which  were  examined  for  plumbo  solvency  v;ere 
found  to  contain  more  than  the  xDermitted  araount  of  lead.  lYhen  this  was 
investigated  it  v;as  found  thod  the  householder  taking  the  samples  had 
not  followed  the  correct  sampling  procedure  and  this  had  produced  the 
unsatisfactory  results.  The  surveillance  of  private  supplies  to 
isolated  premises  was  continued  throughout  the  year.

MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  registration  and  control  of  milk  supplies  is  vested  in  the 
County  Council,  but  in  certain  instances  it  is  necessary  for  the  Public 
Health  ^lUthority  to  take  action  to  prevent  milk  borne  infection. 

During  the  year,  raillc  from  two  Baildon  farms  was  found  to  be  affected 
v;ith  Brucellosis  and,  following  sampling  and  bacteriological  examination, 
the  affected  animals  were  identified,  notices  were  served  on  the 
farmers  concerned  requiring  heat  treatment  of  the  miHc  from  affected 
animals , 

MILK  S.'1/IPLII^~G- 

The  number  of  saixiples  of  mitreated  milk  examinod  for  Brucella 
Abortus  was  35,  of  wrhich  two  gave  positive  results.  In  addition, 

10  samples  of  heat  treated  milk  were  examined,  all  of  v;hich  gave 
satisfactory  results. 


POOD  HYG-ISHE 

The  routine  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  the  high  standards  of  hygiene  found  in  previous  years 
obtained'  in  all  cases. 

Seven  complaints  of  the  sale  of  unfit  food  were  received,  all  of 
which  were  referred  to  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector  for  action. 
In  six  cases,  the  complaint  was  dealt  with  informally,  and  the 

seventh,  ?/hich  involved  the  sale  of  a  mouldy  meat  pie,  v;as  the  subject 
of  legal  proceedings  and  a  fine  of  £25  was  imposed  on  the  offending- 
shop-keeper. 


ICE  ^BPAIvi 

There  is  one  manufacturer  and  forty-tv;o  retailers  of  ice  cruam, 
which  number  is  supplemented  in  the  Summer  by  itinerant  vendors.  In 
general,  the  resident  dealers  sell  only  proprietary  brands  of  wrapped 
ice  cream,  whilst  itinerants  usually  sell  loose  ice  cream  and  are, 
therefore,  more  likely  to  sell  a  contaminated  product.  Regular 
inspections  are  made  to  ensure  satisfactory  standards  of  cleanliness. 
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PSST  CONTROL 


A  froe  service  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and  nice  in  private 
domestic  premises  is  operated  by  the  Council,  and  no  serious  problems 
were  encountered  during  the  year.  L^asps  nests  are  also  treated  vdiere 
these  are  readily  accessible  and  during  the  year  168  were  destroyed, 

CLEM  AIR 

Due  to  the  various  difficulties  associa,ted  v\jith  supplies  of 
solid  smokeless  fuel,  the  submission  of  the  No.  i2  Smoke  Control 
Order  was  deferred  until  i  971  . 

M  the  present  time,  there  are  11  operative  Smoko  Control  Orders 
covering  some  h-,  395  preLiises  and  when  the  No.  12  Order  is  brought  into 
operation  during  1972,  the  whole  of  the  district  will  be  smokeless. 

On  the  industrial  side  tv/enty-threo  observations  wore  made  on 
factory  chimneys  and  cautionary  letters  sent  in  three  instances. 

The  provision  of  a  now  boiler  plant  at  Messrs,  ¥.  Denby  and  Son  was 
comxDleted  during  the  year. 


C.JiLVM  SITES 

There  are  tv/o  licensed  caravan  sites  v/ithin  the  district,  and 
these  are  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Caravan  Sites 
Control  and  Development  Order.  Regular  inspections  of  the  sites  are 
made,  and  any  contravention  of  the  site  licence  immediately  taken 
up  with  the  licence  holder. 


OYPSIBS 

The  problems  associated  with  itinerants  on  Baildon  G-reen  v;ore 
greatly  reduced  during  the  year  following  the  erection  of  kerb  stones 
around  the  coramon  land  to  prevent  the  access  of  caravans,  and  only  the 
occasional  caravan  parked  on  the  area  to  the  north  side  of  the  G-reen. 
Approval  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  was  given  to 
the  provision  of  a  permanent  site  at  Ssholt  Lane  a,nd  at  the  year  end 
a  detailed  scheme  v/as  being  dravi/n  up  by  the  Nest  Riding  County  Council, 

FACTORIES  ACT  1957 

Regular  inspections  are  made  to  check  sanitary  conditions  in 
factories  within  the  district,  the  attention  of  the  management  being 
drav/n,  whore  necessary,  to  any  unsatisfactory  circumstance.  In  no 
instance  v/as  it  found  necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  action  to  bring 
about  an  improvement,  A  register  of  outworkers  is  kept  by  the 
Department  and  periodic  visits  are  made  to  outworkers’  premises  to

The  Mobile  Clinic  v/hich  was  introduced  in  Kover-ber  1962  completed 
another  year  of  work.  On  Tuesday  morning  of  one  week  the  Unit  goes  to 
tho  Coach  Road,  Baildon.  On  Thursday  of  the  succeeding  week  the  Unit 
visits  the  Shoulder  of  Mutton  at  Charlosto’v/n  until  about  10.30  a.m., 
thereafter  x^roceoding  to  Springfield  Road,  Upper  Baildon,  This  is 
convenient  for  young  mothers  in  these  rather  scattered  ...reus.  On 
Thursday  afternoon  the  Unit  moves  to  Eldwick,  Binglcy,  where  a 
considerable  demand  exists.  The  Unit  is  manned  by  a  Doctor  and/or 
Health  Visitor  and  facilities  ]pnovided  include  imsiunisation  of 
pre-school  and  school  children,  and  v/elfare  foods. 
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HEALTH  VISITIN& 


A  health  visitor  is  a  member  of  the  public  health  nursing  team 
concerned  in  teaching  the  principles  of  healthy  living  and  in 
counselling  all  members  of  the  family •  She  has  contact  v/ith  family 
and  clinic  doctors,  midv/ives,  district  nursing  sisters,  home  helps  and 
other  staff  concerned  with  the  provision  of  welfare  services  and 
members  of  the  many  voluntary  organisations. 

Since  the  health  visitor,  in  addition  to  health  education 
generally,  is  particularly  concerned  with  the  detection  of 
abnormalities  in  children,  problems  of  behaviour,  assistance  to 
families  with  difficulties,  the  needs  of  the  handicapped  and  elderly 
in  the  community,  she  has  to  work  in  close  association  with  general 
medical  practitioners.  To  this  end,  the  health  visitor  has  been 
directly  linked  to  medical  practice  which  emphasises  the  shift  from 
work  with  children  towards  general  family  health  supervision. 

Much  of  the  work  of  the  health  visitor  is  undertaken  in  the 
homes  where  she  can  talk  with  individuals  in  their  ovm  environment. 
Because  of  her  traditional  duty  to  visit  all  families  from  vjhich  a  birth 
has  been  registered,  much  of  the  health  visitor’ s  work  does  start  with 
mothers  and  babies,  but  for  many  years  now  this  has  only  been  the 
introductory  step  and  she  has  been  concerned  with  the  vjhole  family,  be 
they  young  or  elderly,  handicapped  or  recently  discharged  from  hospital. 

V.’ithin  the  School  Health  Service,  the  health  visitor  acts  as 
chief  link  in  health  and  social  matters  between  the  school  and  the  home. 

The  Division  has  an  establishment  of  eleven  full-time  and  one 
part-time  health  visitor  assisted  by  two  full-time  and  four  part-time 
state  registered  nurses.  Additional  duties  carried  out  by  the  above

Tho  home  nursing  sister  provides  skilled  nursing  care  for  the 
sick  in  their  homes  under  the  clinical  direction  of  the  general 
practitioner.  She  advises  patient  and  relatives  on  problems 
related  to  the  illness  and  is  concerned  v;ith  full  rehabilitation 
when  possible  of  those  under  her  care. 

Care  of  the  elderly  and  chronic  sick  t.akes  the  greatest 
proportion  of  her  time,  but  the  pressure  for  beds  in  hospitals  has 
resulted  in  much  earlier  discharge  of  patients  suffering  from  acute 
illnesses  and  surgical  treatment,  to  their  homes  for  continued  care 
by  the  home  nursing  sister. 

Vfith  the  closure  of  Bingley  Hospital,  treatment  sessions  at 
Myrtle  Park  Clinic  were  commenced;  the  Sister  being  available  three 
afternoons  per  week  to  treat  ambulant  patients  who  v;ould  otherwise 
have  had  to  travel  to  Airedale  G-eneral  Hospital. 

Increasing  use  is  made  of  the  laundry  services  providing  sheets 
and  nightgov/ns  for  the  incontinent  patient,  the  medical  loans  of 
bedpans,  commodes,  disposable  incontinence  pads,  bed  cradles,  walking 
aids,  v\/heelchairs,  etc. 

There  v/ere  ten  full-time  sisters  employed  in  this  service 
through  the  year,  all  of  whom  have  the  additional  District  Nursing 
qualification.  They  were  assisted  by  two  part-time  state  enrolled 
nurses,  one  of  whom  was  district  trained. 

Two  district  training  students  from  neighbouring  divisions 
gained  their  practical  experience  in  this  division.
